16. occ:fioned by meanes of ſome who had nor been care- 
Full ro ſee that their Children and Apprentices, repaired 
to the Churches to heare Gods word taught,as it was fit 
they ſk -uld; but letc them idle rotheir own wi:ls, whoin 
their Maſters and Parengs abſence, got together to p'ay in 
a houſe, where were left at home but ſuch as were fi: for 
their company,they afſembled, and at.er ſundry paftimes, 
they in ſportthrew fire one atthe other , an{having thus 
pleaſed their fooliſh fancy , they deparced thence , nor 
minding where the fire lighted , or the Colebrands fell, 
they haſted away to ſoine other vanicy, with which chey 
intended to end the day, bur in their abſence, the fice ſud- 
denly kindled,and ſerthe houſe wholly on fire, where they 
had been (porting, and the people being ſome ar Church, 
andfome at play,the fire was no2 perceived, till the houſe 
was alla 2 flame, which {uddenly ficed others, and greatly 
indangered the whole Towne, and before it would be 
quenched, ic conſumed almoſt a whole ſtreere of houles, 
and thoſe houſes that were burat, were vbſerved io be the 
mof} prophain ia all the Town, ani it was obſerved char 
one houſe eſcaped which was ſonear,that the lime ſome- 
times couched,ic being a houſe very famous trReljgion) 
and others that were three or foure houſes diſtance, were 
buracd to the ground - this may bea faire, anda very 
good warning forall prophane and licentious livers, to 
' take heede how they prophane the Lords day, and 
obſerve whac vengeanc: many is' powted -up2n the 
wallfull abafes of this ſacred day; and if they be

© Everall Acts which paſſed in the Parl. there , ſome are 

very ecfirous to have an Army raiſed here, "and ſome 
preparations are making fortha: purpoſe,and many Soul- 
diers lifting ; bus I know none of quality i in command as 
yer. 

The Patl.o' Scotland were preparing to ſend Jemands 0 
tlie Pail.of Eng and, and Sir James Lechart was appointed 
to bring them; bur ſome fof thi Scors Pari. like'nor all the 
particulars , by which meanes it is not poſitively conclu- 
ded they ſhall be ſent,nor who ſhall cercainly briog th em, 
it is not yet known. 

The Pacl; of Scot!and xre upon 3 Declaration, 'Wherein 
are the reaſons which they ſay is the cauſe why they pur 
the Kingdom intoa poſhure of Jefence,which endeavours 
to ſatisfie the Kingdom, for ſo doing,this Declaration is 
already committed to ſeveral bodies of the ſtares, and will 
be ſpeedily publiſhed. 

From Ireland came a Meſſenger tothe Parl.of Seotland

SIR, The Copy of a Letter from Norwich, 
F late here hatt-happenned a fad :ccicent,, which 
was occaſioned thus, The Mayor was ſent for to at- 
tend the Parl.to infwer for ſomthing dore; bur the Malig- 
nants oppoſed his coming up,and the well- affected endea- 
voured to further it, bur. this b:gan togrow into ſuch a 
quarrel,chat the Malignants began to repaire to,and armed 
themſelves at the County Magazine, which was within 
this City ; but the matter was ſo handled,that the Maga- 
zine was blown up,and much hurt done to Churches,and 
many houſes, what were neate were ſpoiled, and one hun- 
dred peop'e were killed, and mortally wounded, but for 
all chis, thoſe which were {cft, ſti]' continued their quar- 
rell,and would not defift, but declared for God and Kigg 
Charles, till ax Jaſt there came ia 3. Troopes of Col. Fleete- 
words borſe, which after a little $kirmiſhing, quickly quie- 
t-d rhe City. Ir is ſaid, that moſt of the Commince-men 
were blown up by this tad accident.
